TWO RELIEF CLAUSES. 


CONSIDERABLE increases in the Estate Duty for 
Hongkong, which will come into force immediately 
amendments to the existing Ordinance have passed 
through all stages in the Legislative Council, are an- 


nounced in the 


Government 


Gazette this morning. 


Measures to prevent evasion also form an important 


feature of the draft Bill. 


The schedule, which was last revised in 1924, now 
provides for the payment of twelve per cent. on all 
estates in excess of $2,000,000, as compared with eight 
per cent. on estates in excess of $2,500,000 under the 
last schedule... $50,000 estates will pay five per cent. 
instead of three per cent., $100,000 estates will pay six 
per cent. instead of 5 per cent., $1,000,000 estates will 


pay 11 per cent. instead of 


seven, 


FEATURES OF THE ORDINANCE. 


. The draft is published of an 
Ordinance to Amend the law re- 
luting to Estate Duty. 

Tho object is to amend the 
Estate. Duty Ordinance, No. 16 of 
1915, in various ways suggested 
by the pructical working | of the 
Ordinance. Some of the amend- 
ments proposed are intended to 
bring the Ordinance into closer 
agreement with the Finance Act, 
1894, 57 & 58 Viet. c. 30, -Others 
are designed to prevent evasion 
of estate duty. 

When the principal Ordinunce 
which came into force on the tat 

. 1916, wap enacted it contained ao 
provision that in the case of per- 
sons dying before the commence- 
ment of the. Ordinance the probs.e 
duty formerly puiyable under the 
Stamp Ordinanc 1901, should 
continue to be payable instead of 
the new eatate duty. 

When the Stamp Ordinance, 
1901, waa replaced by the Stamp 
Ordinance, 1921, the above tem- 
porary and Nmited provision waa 
still further limited by & provision 
that, estate duty and not probate 
duty should be payable in the case 
of any estate to which renresenta- 
tion waa applied for after the 
commencement of the new Stamp 
Ordinance, whatever the date of 
the death of the deceased. . 


An Oversight. 


In the revision of the Ordinances 
in 1924, the effect of the -Intter 
provision was incorporated in sec. 
tlon 2 of the Estate Duty Or- 
dinance in such a way, through 
an oversight, as to make the fatter 
Ordinance applicable only to casen 
where application for represents- 
tion is made after the Ist May, 
1521. 
which attaches onthe death of a 
* person, wholly irrespective of re- 
presentation being tnken out to 
his extate, Section 2-therefore. 
amends section 2 of the principal 
Ordinance by mnking-the Ordinance 
applicable to all deuths after Int 
. January, 1916, and also to denthe 
before that date if representation 
has not been applied: for befere 
- the 2nd May, 1921. 


Settled Property. 


The new sdetion 25 provides 
that if estate duty: has already 
been paid in respect of any settled 
Property since tho date of the 
settlement, upon the denth of one 
of the partics to a marriage,. no 
estate duty shall be payable on the 
denth of the other party to the 
marringe unless such person wan 
at the time of his or her death, or 

had dbeon.at any time.during tho

Relief Provisions. 


The now acction 26 gives relief 
in cortain cases-of quick succes- 
sion, tho duty on the second deanth 
being reduced in accordance with 
a seale Which varies according to 
the period elapsing between the 
treo deaths. This provision is 
tnken from section 16 of the 
Finance ‘Act, 1914. % 

The new section 27 gives relief 
in the case of estates which just 
pass aver one of the steps in the 
scale of estate duties. The effeet 
af the section can best be seen 
from exumples, «For example, an 
estate is valued at $10,500. At the 
new rate of 35% ( the old rate is 
the sume) the estate duty would be 
$516. Under this section, how- 
ever, duty can be paid rt 26. on 
$10,000, ie., $200, with an addition 
af $50, ir. $250 In all instend of 
S315. Againw an estate is assessed 
in $100,500. At the new rate of 
6% the estate duty would be $6.- 
030. Under this section duty can 
be puid at 5% on $100,000, i.e., $5,- 
000, with an addition of $500, f. 
$5,500 in all instend of $6,080. Of 
course if an estate phrases over the 
step in the scaf® by more than a 
smull amount ifould not pay the 
estate to claim the relief. This

Triple Duty,

POINTED COMMENTS. 


Geneva, Jan, 30. 

Some very pointed comments 
were made outside: the Opium 
Committee upon the failure of 
the Turkish delegates to put in 
an appearance this afternoon 
“owing to illness” when it was 
well-known that Turkey's un- 
favourable part in the illicit 
drug trafic was to be under dis- 
cussion. : 

Russell Pasha said that — prac- 
tically all the supplies of heroin 
finding their way into Egypt came 
from Turkey while it was pointed 
out that almost all) the bigc 
seizures Made in different parts of 
the world, inctiding Marseilles, 
New York, Hongkong and Shang- 
hai, were believed to have Con- 
stantinople as their place . of 
origin. 


Egyptinn Efforts, 


* Russell Pasha, the chlet of the 
anti-drug department of the 
Egyptian Police, gave encouraging 
figures of ‘an improvement in the 
situation in Egypt, addressing the 
Opium-Committee of the League. 
He stated that retallers' greed 
in adulterating drugs, sometimes 
as much ne ninety per cent. wns 
one of the main causes of a de- 
erense of fifty per cent. of drug- 
taking among the Egyptian 
fellaheen. a 
Other rveasona were the econo- 
mic depression. constant unti-- 
drug propagands and penal deter- 
Tents. For example, 3,500 traflie- 
kers were last year sentenced to 
periods of twelve monthy’ {nrpri- 
rat, and fourten hunilred re- 
1 sentences varying from two 
yYeurs,

OVERWHELMED BY 
AVALANCHE. 


BRITISH VICTIMS. 


GRAPHIC STORY OF 
THE SLIDE. ; 


: London, Jan. 30. 

The arrival at Adelboden of 
the survivors of the avalanche 
tragedy in Switzerland, involv- 
ing thé deaths of three British 
women tourists and a guide, 
clears up a confusion in the 
names of the victims. 


The expedition, which set out 
from Jungfrau for the Aletsch 
Glacier was made up as follows: 
Mr. and Mrs, Frank Furnivall, 
Mins D. M. Furniyall, Miss Leslie 
Galloway (not Mra. Galway), Mr. 
Gilbert (not Mrs.) Ste.d and Miss 
Lees. : 

Mra, and Misa Furnivall and 
Miss Galloway lost their lives 
when the party was overwhelmed 
by an avulanche. The others 
were in grave peril, being missing 
since Fridiy of Inst week ; 

Miss D. M. Furnlvall, one of 
the victims,-waa an expert skl- 
ist and a well-known London lawn 
tennis player, being sufficiently 
Prominent te compete at Wim- 
bledon with her futher, Mr. Frank 
Furnivall, who retired from the 
Indian Civil Service in 1926.

How Tragedy Occurred, 


Adelboden, Jan. 30. 

A graphic story of the uver- 
whelming of the party of British 
tourists “by an avalanche In the 
Aletsch, Forest was told to-day by 
Sir Roderick Jones, who has ar- 
rived here. 

He says the partly was climbing 
up to a ridge connecting Byyis- 
horn to Riederfurka, when an 
avalanche of between four and 
tive hundred metres wide broke 
away two hundred metres above 
them. . : 

The guide leading’ the purty 
saved himself by clinging to a 
tree. He freed himself from the 
snow and found another guide, 
Fritz Baerschi, also clinging teu 
tree. 


Rescue of Miss Lees. 


Mr. Furnivall after fighting his 
way out of the snow found that 
that the reat of the party had dis 
appeared. ' . : 

Then the tips of some-one’s 
fingers were seen emerging from 
the snow. The survivors | fever- 
ishly dug into the snow, and rescu- 


‘ed Miss Lees in the nick of time. 


Mr. Gilbert Stead was found 
under a tree which had broken, 
the snow saving ‘his life. 

Sir | Roderick Jones, who is 
chairman of Messrs, Reuter’s 
Limited, paid a high tribute te the 
pluck of the survivors, particularly 
of Mins Lees in enduting great 
hardships .from exposure and 
shortage of food for two nights 
and a day before they were found 
by rescters.—Reuter. pte

SALESMAN GETS JUDGMENT 
AGAINST NEONLITE CO. 


: . 

The case in which Mr: J. M. 
Xuvier, No. 2, Granville Road, 
Kowloon, sued the China Neonlite 
Company, Jp Lan-chuen and Ip 
Tal-Kwong, partners, No. 24a, Des 
Voeux Road, Central, was conclud- 
ed in the Summary Court yester- 
day afternoon, when the Puisne 
Judge (Mr. Justice Jacks) gave 
judemen, in favour of the plain- 
tift. i : 

Plaintif claimed that by ‘a 
verbal agreement made between 
himaclf and defendants in Decem- 
ber, 1929, it was agreed that in 
consideration of plaintiff introduc- 
Inyo purchasers to the defendants 
for the purchase of Neonlite signs, 
pay plain- 
tif a sum by way of commission 
equal to ten per cent. of the value 
of any sale’ effected by any pur- 
chaser introduced by plaintiff. 
Asa result of Introductions made 
by plaintiff, the Asiatic Petroleum 
Company (South China) Limited, 
‘The Standard Oi] Gompany ‘of 
New York, and the Hongkong and 
Shangehal Wotela Limited, were 
among those who made such pure 
chases, : 

Pisintif anid that defendants 
had failed to pay the nicreed com- 
mission and claimed. (1) an ace 
count of all sales made by defen- 
dants to the pukehasers mentioned 
and (2) payment of commission at 
ten per cent, on the amount or 
considerntion of the sale, 


The Judgment. 

In giving judiyment his Lordship 
sald. The defendants admitted 
that the plaintiff would have been 
entitled to commission at the rate 
of ten percent, en (hese contracts 
bint fer the fact that an April 30, 
1a, he waived his claim to eom- 
Inission and reanested defendants 
to divide it ainong other salesmen 
fn defendants’ employ, The 
claim and the defence rest entirely 
on the evidence of plaintiih on the 
one hand, and Mr, Malarky on the 
other Both pave their evidence 
ir oa perfectly straight forward 
manner They teld different 
stories, but T think this is due te 
ao misunderstanding. 

It is poxsthte that plaintit, ina 
fit of impationce at the stow pro- 
press which was being made with 
the business he introduced, may 
Nave said he would throw up the 
whole matter and foresso any com- 
mission to which he mischt have 
been entitled, in whieh eaae de- 
fondants would have been free to 


do what they liked with the com- 


mission, 

But, did he really say this? 1f 
he did, did he really mean it? 1 
doubt this. Ye does not. appear 
ta be a man who could’ afford to 
throw money away in this manner, 
If plaintiff really meant. this, 1 
think Mr, Malarky should have ob- 
tained some release in writing in 
order to be quite anfe in paying 
niwway the commission to‘ anyone 
mise, The question appears to be, 
idl plaintil abandon his right to 
the commission as alleged by de- 
fendints? 1 think, in view of 
their admission, that he was en- 
titled to it, the onus is on them to 
prove their allegation. I con- 
sider they have failed, to do. this. 

Position Misunderstood, 


1 do not doubt Mr. Malarky, but 
T think he misunderstood — the 
position. If plaintiff did» make 
any statement of the type alleged, 
and it was taken reriously, Mr. 
Malarky, as T said before, would 
have heen well advised in making 
a written” memorandum of the 
abandonment, by plaintiff, of hig 
right to any commission which 
tnight be due to him.

MANY KILLED IN HAIG ~ 
PIT EXPLOSION. 


- London, Jan, 50.” 

‘Two hundred men were working 
in the Haig pit at Whitehaven at 
tho time of the explosion, which oc- 
curred an the night shift were pre- 
paring to descend. The workings 
were wrecked, and rescuors had to 
fight after-damp nnd also gas, 
which spread to the . adjacent 
Wellington pit: ” 

There were pathetic scones all 
night long, women who were wait- 
ing for nows collapsing ax the bodics 
were brought up. - 

The Haig pit runs two miles 
under tho sen, and ia described as 
a “pit of death” on account of the 
numbor of digasters In the past; ac- 
counting: for 66 lives in eight years, 
while 130 wero killed In an oxploe 
sion in the Wellington pit in 1910.

Whitehaven mines three years ago,

Rescuers’ Fine Efforta. 


By thin morning, 11 bodies and 
29 aurvivora had been brought to 
the aurface. 

Practically every miner above 
ground in the district has yolun- 
teered for reacue work, and a party 
including several doctors descend 
ed the shaft and worked In relays 
throughout last night, tearing 
nalde the falls of rock betaveen 
them and the entombed miners.

The British Economic Missions’s 
Taak. . 


The British Economic Mission ar- 
rives in Hongkong at a time when 
the Colony’s trade, in almost all its 
branches, is at its lowest ebb. 
And, what is of more importance, 
the decline is particularly marked 
in the Mission's main sphere of 
interest, trade with the United 
Kingdom. Statistica were issued 
by the Imports-and Export Depart- 
ment only a week ago, covering a 
period of nine months from April 
to December, 1930, showing that 
Britain’s share in the Hongkong 
market had dropped by 60 per cent.

Not all millionaires 
the streets penniless, 
does not is Mr. Rockefeller, the 
famous oil Croesus. For many 
years it has been the whim of

u pocketful of newly minted cents 
pieces about with him. 

Meeting some poor little walf of 
the streets, perhaps, the oil mag- 
nate would stop for a chat with 
him and, if his answers, to certain 
questions proved satisfactory, the 
rich man's hand would clasp that 
of the penniless boy's and leave 
behind a shining new coin, worth 
a halfpenny. , The actual value of 
the coin was not the real mea- 
sure ofethe gift, however.

Young Men’a Christian Associn- 
tion of Honykong have issued their 
annual report for 1930, showing 
what hos been accomplished dur- 
ing that year.

Tho Directors wore priviloged to 
welcome His Excellency the 
Govornor and Lady Poel, who visit- 
ed the Central Association, Bridgos 
Street, on December 4th, and ex- 
pressed themselves as pleased with 
the equipment and work 

It will be:noted in the Accounts 
that a debit bulance of $1,615.36 
nat the beyinning of the year wag 
ultimately changed Into a credit of 
$1,696.56, in the combined accounts 
of the Central Department and the 
Kowloon Branch. $2,000 hava 
been added to the Endowment 
Fund. The Building Account re- 
miins practichlly as before, 


The membership of the Associa- 
tion hax increased from. 2.615 tn 
1929, to 2,891) fn 1980. Phis ca- 
crease is mainly due to the Branch 
in Kowloon, where there is a large 
Junior Membership. 


Kowloon Branch, 


The work in the Kowloon Branch 
was much appreciated. The build. 
ing and playground were in con- 
atant use, ‘The dormitorica were 
fully occupied throughout the year. 
A Company of the St. John Am- 
bulance Brigade wag formed and 
tfained .in Firat Ajd and other 
work, This Company has already 
performed more than 10,000 yae- 
cinations, Christmas Day was 
celebrated with a party for 300 
poor children, Resulting from 
thia party, a club has been form- 
ed with the end in view of assist- 
ing the lesa fortunate. 

A member of the Y. M. C. A. 
Staff nt Bridges Street visited the 
juvenile prison every week to give 
useful instruction ag opportunity 
afforded, : 

The Street Boys’ Club were given 
two hours at the Y.M.C.A. each 
week. ' 

At Bridges-street 240 boys were 
in dry schoo} and 120 men in even- 
Ing classes. Educational classes 
were given weekly, except during 
the summer. 


Health Week. > 


In conjunction with the Chinese 
Medical Asgoclations, « Health 
Week was conducted early in the 
year. Lectures on health subjects 
were ‘given and illustrated by 
means of charts, exhibits and 
examinations, to impress on all 
who came the importance of 
hyriene, : 

A programme of religious in- 
struction was carried out through- 
out the year, on a voluntary basis 
but with gratifying results.

An excursion party of 61 ladfes 
and gentlemen to Shanghai, Nan- 
king. Hangchow and Soochow was 
conducted. The success of this 
party has found several staunch 
friends for che Association, 

The nim of the Y.MLC.A. is to 
build up the moral character of its 
members an” others by providing 
menna for wholesome — recreation 
and a profitable use of leisure, 
thus nasisting them to become 
more useful members of the com- 
munity. A large part of the ex- 
pensea is provided by the members, 
but donations from the public as- 
alist in keeping the privileges 
within the rench of all who need 
them, The thanks of the Diree- 
tors are due to all’ who have con- 
tributed to the support of the As- 
socintion during the past year.

The annual prize-distribution at 
the Chincae. ¥.M.C.A, Day School 
took place Inst night in the audi- 
torlum, <°: 

_ Mr. J, D. Bush, the now Pre- 
sidont, nddressing the boys offe 
ed them a watchword for the year, 
which was “Work and Wait." 

One of the commonest failings 
of our time, soid) Mr. Bush, Isa 
lack of patience to work and wait. 
I often Wonder.if our feverish Im- 
patience ja the price that we have 
to pay forthe remarkable strides 
made In flying, wireless and tele- 
vision. Wowever remarkable tho 
achicvements of this Twentieth 
Century may be, there Is no dony- 
inw that thee are days of speed 
and of cheap successes, of rapid 
fortune hunting and getting and 
equally rapid beggary. The old 
adage “Making ‘haste slowly” has 
hecome only another. word for 
stagnation and innnity. We are 
no excessively active in seeking 
pleasure: and sports that we do not 
find them and that very Uttle 
Jeisure is left for serious studies 
and thinking problems out for our- 
selves, What Tennyson calls “thig 
grey spirit yearning in desire to 
follow knowledge, like o sinking 
star, beyond the utmost bound of 
human thought” ia no longer with 
us. Not that I want to decry the 
newspnpera, the photoplays, the 
novels and cinemas. They are 
essential factors in our midst. 
But we are tnelined to allow the 
newspaperar, the cheap novels and 
Jurid cinemas to do all the think. 
ing for us. Many young men and 
young women (and grown-ups too) 
do not know how to find and dis- 
criminate between the good, bad 
and Indifference in newspapers, 
periodicals, novels and cinemns— 
those that glye us genuine plea- 
sure and reat and those that brings 
us better perspective of the events 
and thoughts of our time. 

Symptom of the Age. 

It scems the symptom of the age 
that sports grounds of all kinds 
lure tho average citizen to their 
gates, picture-houses draw them 
like a magntt insistently to their 
doors. If ordinary business were 
organized aa efficiently as the buai- 
ness of giving plensure there 
would be few economic problems 
to solve. Parents in these days of 
hurry and bustle for money-mak- 
ing and pleasure-secking are too 
ensy to accept | rendy-mado 
opinions, making no efforts to 
think things out for themselves 
and for their children. Their sons 
ax students are too busy with de- 
monatrations and their minds too 
disturbed by the worst of politics 
to give themselves: whole-Hearted- 
ly to their studies, The burst of 
new life among the younger people 
hag been captured by this nnd that 
political party, and are told “This, 
only this’ is nationalism.” Ags ‘a 
result of this confused propaganda 
und confused thinking, the young: 
er people have lost their head and 
they all rush to help solving pro- 
blems of society and politica with- 
out serious study and concentrat- 
edt thinking.” ~ va . 

Confronted with this sort of 
confused world that has been 
briefly sketched, parents and 
school-masters, who are alive to 
the value of character and intellect 
in citizenship, are invested with a 
great power for good in the future. 
Thelr work ja of immense national 
importance. They can leavon’ the 
lump by directing their pupils to 
think and understand 
about the real value of things and 
see them in their right perspective.

Any pedestrian who by careless 
walking involves a motorist in an 
accident may now be Hable for the 
cost of any damage caused by his 
or her action. 

This liability is established by 
Provisions of the Road Traffic Act. 
Under them the Minister of Trans- 
fort has issued a code of rules for 
road users which Includes certain 
directions to’ pedestrians..

This state of things has given 
plug = manufacturers considerable 
trouble, and they had to keep on 
designing plugs to suit apecial en- 
wines, and these plugs have beon 
found to be unatiteble for other 
engines. 


It ia at this stage that K.LG. 


Sparking Plugs, Ltd, have produc- | 


ed an entirely new range of plugs 
which is us suitable forthe ineffi- 
cient: woolly engine as for the 
ultra-efficient high-compression 
type, and ja equally suitable for 
engines between these extremes. 
Hence ane type of plug, which is 
to be known ns-the K series, will 
displace over 20 other types. 


There are numerous technical dw 
tails in the manufacture of this 
new plug which cannot be gone in- 
to here. They concern the method 
of manufacture and construction 
and materials used. We are per- 
mitted, however, to reveal one fea- 
ture, which {a a copper tube drawn 
over thé central 
which the mica insulation {s wrap- 
ped, which is employed to nsvist in 
conducting the heat away from the 
point. 


The manufactures state that 
they can offer it for widely auter- 
ing engines, which they would 
not have dared to have done be- 
fore with any plug.. The internal 
heat.of a hot engine will not burn 
it out. It will resist very great 
heat indeed and ‘It will not readily 
oil or sont up. 


We tried a set of these plugs, 
type K1, in the engine of a car in 
which the plugs had already been 
changed three times, trying out 
different brands.The troubles to de 
overcome were threefold. - First, 
owing to the position of the plugs 
it waa difficult to screw them down 
tight, for there was not sufficient 
clearance between the haxagon-and 
the cylinder block to take a box 
spanner. Hence there was trouble 
with blowing back past the copper- 
asbestos washer. Then, whemthey 
were tightened, further troubles 
were experienced in the wav of fre- 
quent sooting up, probably “duc to 
injudicious use of. the straugler, 
producing a rich mixture, and when 
running under ful! load of pinking 
caused by pre-ignition, apperently 
due to the points becoming incan- 
descent. 


In the K.L.G, plug the hexagon is 
pinced higher up in the body, and 
therefore it is easy to screw it down. 
tight with a box spanner, which got 
over the leaking difficulties. 


As soon as the engine was tried 
with these new plugs a remarkable 
difference in its running ‘waa ob- 
served. It ran more quietly, more 
flexibly, aceelorated better and-the 
maximum speed inereased. . This 
was particularly noticenble when 
taking a long hill fast, for, ander 
load, drying-up und pre-ignition, 
which were occasionally observed 
with the previous plugs fitted, en- 
tirely disappeared. Since fitting 
the set the car has -run about 500 
miles without a.misfire, and its 
even running when the engine is 
idling at very low speeds is most 
marked.

U.S. Dealers Urge 
Stabilisation. 


GENERAL PROTEST. 


[By Isracl Klein.) 


Detroit, Dec. 00.—Automobila 
manufacturers to-day find them- 
selves the targets of a natlon-wide 
complaint which they, strangely 
enough, happened to have started.

Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
in New York, which includes al! 
ante manufacturers in its member. 
ship, haw named a committce -of 
automotive executiver for this pure 
pose, 

Even Ford is represented, with 
Kdsel Ford of the committees, for

of the N. AC. C. He still isa hold. 
out so far as his small car ix con. 
cerned, Thus every manufacturer 
fs seriously voncerned over this 
problem of announcing new cara, 
which they recognize ag one of the 
bie problems in their industry.

The Meaning of Power. 


First of all, let us consider for 
4a moment what Is meant by power 
and the reasons why. power can be 
Increased by raising tho revolution 
speed. ‘ 

An engineer defines power as the 
rate at which work ja being done; 
it follows that the output of an en- 
ine depends upou the explosive 

punch” exerted on the pistons and 

the’ number of punches delivered 
per minute. Hence there are two 
ways of raising the output, thesc be. 
ng, first, to increase tho !‘punch,” 
sither by using bigger cylinders or 
ay raising the compression, and, 
secondly. to increase the number of 
:xplosions occuring per minute by 
caising the revolutic seed of the 
crankshaft. 

Both thesa methoda hnvoe becn 
very fully exploited and cach has its 
Amitations. = For example, an in- 
srease of engine size carries with 
it the disadvantages of highér 
weight and heavier taxation; again 
too high compression ia productive 
of rough running and knocking un- 
lesan special’ fuels be used. The 
second method has therefore com- 
mended itself oa enabling greater 
power to be obtained without alter- 
ing the size of the engine or the 
compression, and in order to utilize 
the higher engine specd top-gear 
ratios have bean progvesrively 
lowered until the average figure has 
become’ 6 to 1. Additionally, the 
tendency to ure smaller wheels has 
increased the rate at ‘which the 
ongine turns for a given road speed. 

In passing it is interesting to 
note that at one time doubts were 
expressed as to whether the burning 
gases could expand fast enough to 
propel a piston if the engine speed 
becamo very high. Modern reseach 
has, however, shown that the rate 
at which the explosion occurs can 
be controlled according to the shape 
of the combustion chamber, and js 
in any practical case adequate to 
permit the use of very much higher 
piston speeds than those employed 
at -the present time. 

Another difficulty which arises 
when the piston moves very fast is 
to peruade the mixture to enter the 
cylinder quickly enough, the time 
availnble on the suction stroke 
being obviously very limited at 
& modern cruising speed of 3,000 
r.p.m, there fis only about 1-100th 
of a recond available for the In- 
duction of the charge. 
Advantoges of the Supercharger. 

Despite the progress. which has 
been made in the design of valvea 


‘and valve’ gears it ia difficult. to 


combine {n one engine the capability 
for inducing a full charge at high 
specds with smooth running and 
good pulling power at low specds. 
This Is why the supercharged may 
well come Into its own for touring 
engines; by.delivering the mixture 
under pressure it solvea the difficul- 
ties ordinarily experienced with in- 
duction and distribution. 

There remains, however,.a grave 
problem associated with high speeds 
which we have not yct mentioned.

This is the excessive londing of the 
searings which is caused bv the in- 
artia of the working parts—that is, 
the pistons, gudgeon pits and con- 
necting rods. . 

No matter how fnst an engine 
may be running, each piston must 
come to a standstill at the ends of 
{ts stroke In order to be able to re- 
start in the opposite direction. To. 
wards the middle of cach stroke it is 
travelling at . very high spocd— 
60 m.p.h. or more In many cases— 
so that to bring it to a standstill 
and reverse Its motion requires tha 
exertion of forces of very large 
magnitude. i 

The natural inclusion of a piston 
that’ is moving upwards at high 
speed is to fly out through the cylin- 
der head, and it is only restrained 
by the connecting rod which couples 
it to the crankpin. Consequently, 
very heavy loadsa are pineed.on the 
bearings and these lends (in many 
high-speed engines) actually. exceed 
the forces set up by the exploding 
yases. 

In a similiar way, the lower end 
of the connecting rod produces & 
continued load on the big-end owing 
to the fact that it is being whirled 
in'n circle. This load fa simply due 
to centrifugal force and at the end 
of ench stroke. it becomes added to 
the inertin lond produced by the 
piston. Both these londs increase 
in proportion to the aquare of the 
speed, so that If the revs. be doubled 
the inertia forces applied to the big 
end arc quadrupled. 


More Weight Reductions, 


The obvious remedy is to reduce 
the weight of the working parts to 
a minimum, and this has been done, 
first, by ualng Hght aluminium 
alloygy_for pistons .and connecting 
redle~and, secondly, by incrensing 
the number of cylinders x0 as to re- 
duce the size of individual work- 
Ing parts. 

A Very interesting, analysis was 
made by Mr. E. W. Sisman In a 
paper read before the LA.E. some 
time ago, in which he compared the 
inertia forces acting upon the 
crankpina in four similar engines 
each of 3 litres capacity. These 
forces were calculated for engines 
with four cylinders, six cylinders, 
eight cylinders and twelve cylin- 
ders, and, the forces are, 
roughly, halved in ao straight- 
eight: 18 compared with a four- 
cylinder engine of equal capacity, 

An increase in the number of 
cylinders produces other advan- 
taycous effects such as smoother 
torque, absence of vibration and so 
forth, so that it may be expected 
that this trend will continuo and 
will be responsible for slight in- 
crease in engine specd. It is not 
likely that dny further reductions 
can be made in the weight of pistons 
and connecting rods required for 4 
given size of bore until metallurg- 
{sts evolve alloys which are still 
Nghter than those: which’ are at 
present in use. 

Unfortunately light aluminium 
alloys such as are in common use 
for pistons have shown a tendency 
to produce rather rapid cylinder 
wear, but before long this trouble 
may be entircly obvinted by the gen- 
eral use of hard steel or fron liners. 
In this way the use of stecl, lighter 
alloys for pistona-may be made. pos-
